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DEVICE FOR CLOSING WOUNDS

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The invention relates to a medical technique, namely to devices used in traumatology, 
orthopedics and surgery for closing superficial and deep wounds. 

A device containing magnetic plates is known for closing wounds [1]. 

However, the known device does not ensure viewing of the postoperative suture, which 
complicates monitoring its condition and does not prevent festering of the wound since, with a 
deep wound, clots of blood and lymph collect in the cavity formed under the device, thus 
promoting the formation of a medium that favors the existence of pathogenic microflora. 

The goal of the invention is to ensure viewing of the postoperative suture and to prevent 
festering of the wound. 

This goal is achieved in that, in a device for closing wounds containing magnetic plates, 
the magnetic plates have a Il-shaped form with projections and are equipped with needles 
located in the projections. 
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Figure 1 depicts the device for closing wounds, in top view, Figure 2, the same in side 
view; Figure 3 shows the scheme of applying the device on the wound. 

The device contains magnetic plates 1 having a Il-shaped form, with projections 2 and 3 
and equipped with needles 4 and 5 located in the projections 2 and 3. 

The device is used in the following manner: 

For covering the wound, the skin is pierced with the needles 4 and 5 at some distance 
from the lips of the wound, then narrow sterile filter cloths are placed between the lower surfaces 
of the plates 1 and the skin of the wound lips, dissected longitudinally from one end, after which 
the needles 4 and 5 are embedded in the soft tissues so that the filter cloths are pressed with the 
lower surfaces of the plates 1 to the skin of the wound lips, after which, by joining the 
projections 2 and 3, the needles 4 and 5 are caused to move to the center of the wound, which 
effects a complete closure of the wound over its entire depth. 

Due to its n-shaped form, thus, the proposed device permits observation of the 
postoperative suture during the entire postoperative period and, if necessary, induces the 
coupling of the wound lips in the required site without the danger of separation of the entire 
wound and prevents a festering of the wound due to its complete coverage with the aid of the 
needles in the projections. 

Claim 

Device for covering wounds that contains magnetic plates, characterized in that, in order 
to ensure observation of the postoperative suture and the prevention of wound festering, the 
magnetic plates have a Il-shaped form with projections and are equipped with needles located in 
the projections.
